Dayton.—ayton is a city of the 
dead and dying, homeless and grief- 
etricken. Its tragic story will not| 
be known until the last dead body has | 
been taken from the flood that cov- 
ers half the city and the last charred 
body from the ruins of fire that spread 
unchecked thr ugh the south of, 
the city. * The whole story will never 
be told, the heroism of men, martyr- 
dom of w nen, med hysteria, that 
seized some and caused them to jump 
into the flood to death, or the tortures | 
and despair that gripped those who, | 
imprisoned tn their homes by water, 
waited in vain for help until advanc- 
ing flames came and destroyed them. , 

Down the great Miamt{ Valley, the 
richest farming section in Ohio, big 
farm houses, barns, stock and human 
bodies are ccattered together on floods 
sweeping down stream.

How to Make @ Hotbed, 

A good hot-bed is a very handy | 
thing on the farm, and it does not} 
tuke a great deal of time or trouble 
to make one, and when it is made, if

| hot a temperance worker, but a scien- 


tist, and business man, hence the 
value of his opinion to the world at 
large. This is what he says: 

“IfT answered your question b 
saying that [ never use tobacco an 
alcohol in any form, and rarely coffee 
and tea, you might say that wasa 
personal preference and proved uoth- 
ing. But I can prove to you most 
conclusively that even the mild use 
of stimulants is incompatible with 
work requiring accurate attention 
and definite concentration. 

“To assist in my work of budding 
--work that is as accurate and exact- 
ing as watchmaking--I bave a force 
of twenty men. — T have to discbarge 
men from this force if incompetent. 
Some time ago my foreman asked me 
if 1 took pains to inquire into the 
personal habits of my men, On 
being answered in the negative, he 
surprised me by saying that the men 
T found unable to do the delicate 
work of budding invariably turned 
out to be smokers or drinkers. The 
set men, while able todo the rough 
work of farming, call budding and 
other delicate work, *‘puttering,’ and 
have to give it up, owing to inability 
to concentrate their nerve force. 

“Even men who smoke One cigar @ 
day cannot be trusted with some 
of the most delicate work, 

: “Cigarettes are even more damag- 
ing than cigars, and their use by 
young boys is little short ef criminal 
and will produce in them the same 
results that sand placed in a watch 
will produce -—destruetion. 

* [do not think that anybody can 
possibly bring up a favorable argum- 
ent for the use of cigarettes by boys, 
Several of my young acquaintances 
are in their graves who gave promise 
of making happy and useful citizens, 
and there is no question whatever 
that cigarettes alone were the cause
